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Meat Ceilings Posted 
But Markets Show 


Variations in Prices

Comparison shoppers checking out current 


meat prices against "ceiling" prices posted 
Monday will notice in Corsicana's supermarkets 
that the ceiling price is not uniform. 


The reason, the stores explain, is that each 


stores own ceiling price for a particular item is 
what the item was selling for in the store at the 
time the government put ceiling prices into ef- 
fect. 


A spot-check made Tuesday afternoon by The 


Daily Sun on current selling prices compared 
with the ceiling limitations on a "high", 
"medium" and "low" item! U. S. D. A Choice 
(heavy beef) T-bone; round steak, both bone-in 
and tenderized-and the frozen pre-cooked cutlet- 
type pattie, which varies from store to store by 
brand name. 


In most instances, selling prices Tuesday were 


equal to the ceiling, but there were exceptions 
and variations. 


The "CEILING" for T-bones ranged from a 


high of $2.59 per pound at Safeway to a low of 
$2.29 at Minyard's. 
However, T-bones were 


selling below the ceiling at $2.39 per pound at 
Safeway, and at the ceiling level of $2.29 at 
Minyard's. 
Although, their prices varied, 


Buddies, Brookshire's and A&P all listed current 
selling prices at their respective ceilings. For 
Buddies this was $2.39; for Brookshire's it was 
$2.49 and at A&P it was $2.45. 


Four of the five stores had the same posted 


ceiling price for bone-in round steak, $1.89 a 
pound while Minyard's had both a ceiling and 
selling price Tuesday of $1.79 a pound. 
The 


current price was below ceiling at $1.59 a pound 
at Safeway; "on sale" at 1.29 at Buddies, and 
selling at $1.75 at A&P. Brookshire was selling at 
its posted ceiling of $1.89 a pound. 


Buddies, with a $1.99 pound ceiling of ten- 


derized round was offering this cut at a special 
sale price of $1.59. Safeway's ceiling was $1.99 
and selling at $1.69 a pound; Minyard's ceiling 
and selling price were the same, $1.89 a pound, 
as was the case with Brookshire's-where both 
the ceiling and selling price was pegged at $2.09 
for a high among stores on this item. At A&P the 
selling price was $1.85 compared to a posted $1.99 
a pound ceiling. 


ALL FIVE STORES were selling their frozen 


pre-cooked cutlet-type beef paties at their ceiling 
prices with "brands" varying from store to 
store. 
Safeway's packaged patties were the 


"low" priced of all at 89 cents and Buddies was 
one penny more than the three others, with 
its $1.00 whereas A&P, Minyard's 
and 


Brookshire's all offered their patties for 99 cents 
a pound package. 


In the visit to the stores, an occasional meat 


counter shopper was observed giving the posted 
list of celing prices a "once-over" but devoting 
more time to inspecting the price on the various 
meats in the display cases. 


It appeared that few shoppers were taking the 


time to read through the maze of prices of so 
many different "cuts" and grades on the charts, 
but the ceiling limitations were posted, and 
additional signs invited inquiries either of meat 
market personnel or the manager at his office. 


"It's all too high," one woman commented to 


no one in particular as she picked through 
package after package looking for what she 
considered the best buy. "It's too, high, but we 
gotta have some meat." 
Committee Approves 
Speedier Sessions 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A Senate committee 


Monday approved a plan to speed up legislative 
sessions but decided to further consider a bill 
creating a state Occupational Safety Board. 


The State Affairs Committee also approved a 


bill to crack down on food stamp violators. 


The legislature would meet on the second 


Monday in January, and the governor would be 
sworn in the next day under a bill by Sen. Jack 
Ogg, D-Houston. At present, the governor isn't 
sworn in until a week after the session opens. 


After the hearing became something of a 


forum to criticize federal worker safety rules, 
the committee sent to subcommittee a bill set- 
ting up a state safety agency. 


Group Wants 
Two Meatless 
Days a Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


newest 
national 
consumer 


group wants Americans not to 
eat or buy meat on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, and to prepare 
for a national day of protest 
against food prices next month. 


The battle cry for continued 


meat 
boycotts 
was 
sounded 


Wednesday as 150 women, all 
boycott leaders, met on Capitol 
Hill as the National Consumers 
Congress. 


"I really think the consumer 


movement started here today," 
said congress chairman Betty 
Furness, New York City's com- 
missioner of consumer affairs. 


The group immediately called 


for 
two meatless days each 


week and designated May 5 as 
a 
national 
day 
of protest 


against high food prices with 
demonstrations 
scheduled 


across the country. 


The women also called for 


the resignation of Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz and urged 
the administration to affect a 
"major 
rollback 
of 
food 


prices." 
In 
addition, 
they 


passed a resolution demanding 
that the President reduce ex- 
ports of scarce foods and take 
action to spur domestic food 
production and food imports. 


In Chicago, the president of 


the American Meat 
Institute 


said that a rollback on food 
prices would produce one of the 
worst meat shortages in the na- 
tion's history. 


Herrell DeGraff said a roll- 


back to the Jan. 10 level would 
cost the livestock and meat in- 
dustries $1.25 billion, and would 
produce only short-term 
bene- 


fits for consumers. 


But, 
he said, the industry's 


ability to provide meat would 
be curtailed resulting "in the 
most serious 
meat 
shortage 


ever, with a return to meat ra- 
tioning and black markets." 


The 
boycott 
laaders 
beat 


down a proposal to endorse a 
congressional bill which would 
roll back food and all other 
prices to Jan. 10, 1973, levels. 
One woman argued that the 
legislation

far 


enough to lower prices. 


Ralph Nader, told the woman 


to rely on Safeway, A & P or 
the Agriculture Department is 
to rely on a consistent practice 
of deception. Consumers 
have 


to rely on themselves. Con- 
sumer efforts are not 100-yard 
dashes; they are marathons."

proposed budget for the spending 
of Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds. 


Pet. 2 Comm. Arlon Simmons 


said it was necessary to change 
the proposed budgets in some 
respects from the budget ac- 
cepted in January because of new 
guidelines concerning the federal 
money. 


Simmons said the original 


budget combined monies for 1972 
and 1973, but the 
guidelines 


require the two funding years to 
be kept separately. 


Other changes in the budget, he 


said, include deletion of revenue 
sharing funds allocated to the 
City-County Health Unit. He said 
this came about because the 
health 
unit cannot receive 


matching funds for these revenue 
sharing funds. Instead, the health 
unit will be- funded the same 


amount, $5,800, from the general 
budget. 


Simmons also pointed out that 


the new budget for 1973 includes 
$50,000 to purchase right of way 
along Highway 31. 


The old budget provided for a 


total of $47,766.95 in revenue 
sharing 
funds 
for law en- 


forcement expenditures, while 
the revised proposed budget for 
1972 
allows 
funds 
totaling 


$68,419.50. A major difference 
these two budgets is an additional 
$18,652.55 in the new budget 
allocated 
for 
miscellaneous 


expenses such as jail groceries, 
Sheriff Department cars ex- 
pense, and other items. 


The new revised budget for 1973 


also includes $7,650 as salry for 
assistant district attorney and 
$567.67 as miscellaneous outlays 
incident to his salary. 


This budget also includes $525 


spent for improvements to the 
Navarro 
County Courthouse

ANGUS — Beginning April 22, 


Easter Sunday, the sale of beer 
and wine on Sundays will be legal 
in Angus. 


The city ordinance prohibiting 


the sale of alcoholic beverages on 
Sunday was repealed as the first 
major action of the newly elected 
Angus City Council Wednesday 
night. 


C o u n c i l m a n 
H a r o l d 


McElhenny, owner of Mack's 
Quik Stop and Mustang Mobile 
Home Park, made the motion for 
repeal, which was approved on a 
three to two vote. 


"I feel that it will be for the 


betterment of the community— 
not only Angus but all of Navarro 
County," McElhenny said. "I 
think it will benefit the City to the 
tune of about $10,000 a year in 
sales tax," he said. 


Although McElhenny was the 


only councilman to speak either 
for or against the motion, several 
members of the community 
voiced their opposition to the 
repeal of the Sunday sales or- 
dinance. 


The Rev. Bill Grimes, pastor of 


the Angus Baptist Church, ac- 
cused the council of discussing 
the issue secretly before the 
Wednesday night meeting. 


"IF YOU HAVEN'T MET prior 


to this meeting, then why has Mr. 
McElhenny got a sign over in his 
driveway that says 'Open on 
Sunday'?" Grimes asked. 
"I 


think Mr. McElhenny had prior 
knowledge that this would be 
passed." 


"I am in error in putting the 


sign up," McElhenny said. "I felt 
like this ordinance could be 
repealed."

In speaking against the repeal 


of the ordinance, Rev. Grimes 
said: "I believe I heard one of the 
men on this council say he was 
for the man who was down and 
getting kicked around. Well, what 
about Jesus Christ? He's in a 
minority group today and this is 
his day you want to do this on," 
Grimes said. 


"ORDINANCE NO. 9" was 


passed by the previous Council 
Dec. 4, 1972. Its repeal will be 
posted for ten days in Angus 
before it is effective. 


McElhenny, who was the most 


vocal councilman at the meeting, 
also asked Lokey to write to the 
Angus Water Supply Corp. asking 
the members of the water board 
to meet with the City Council "as 
soon as possible." 


The water board recently 


threatened to shut off water to 
McElhenny's mobile home park

An unidentified woman spokesman referred 
inquiries about the company and the Corsicana plant to 
"Theodore Mack, appointed by the federal court as referee in 
bankruptcy" for any statements. Attempts to reach Mack in 
Fort Worth at the Federal Court Building were'unsuceessful. 


A Pinkerton Detective Agency security guard on duty at the 


shut-down plant here Wednesday declined to give his name to a 
Daily Sun Staff member and also directed any inquiries about 
the plant's status to Mack. 


Chamber of Commerce official Rex Carpenter said today he 


had no "official" information but understood that the plant had 
been closed for approximately a month.

— Frank Sadler, retired after 
41 years as a professional at 
the Bellingham Golf and Coun- 
try Club, says his handicap as

College is

"T can sit down and read a 


chapter, close the book and for- 
get the whole thing," said the 
67-year-old Sadler, 
"but 
I'm 


getting used to reading more." 


There wasn't much time for 


reading during Sadler's nearly 
50-year sports career that be- 
gan when he started boxing for 
Seattle promoter Nate Drux- 
man in 1924 while still in high 
school. 


Starting as a bantamweight 


and 
growing up 
to a wel- 


terweight, Sadler had 86 fights 
before turning to golf full time. 
He won 33 bouts, eight by 
knockout, lost 22 and had 31 
draws, 


Sadler, who fought under the 


name 
Frankie 
Repoz—the 


name of his step-father whose 
family includes major league 
baseballer 
Roger 
Repoz—had 


been a caddy before he took up 
boxing. He recalls carrying the 
bags for Jim Barnes and Jock 
Hutchinson, the reigning U.S. 
and British Open champions of 
1921 when they were on an ex- 
hibition swing through the 
Northwest. 


"Boxing is a rough sport," 


said Sadler. "You get hurt and 
it's all over. I wanted to get out 
before I got hurt." 


So he grabbed the chance to 


become an assistant golf pro at 
Bellingham where he moved up 
to the head job in 1936. 


While building the club up 


from about 100 members to its 
present limited membership of 
325, Sadler found time to play 
in the Canadian Open, Tarn 
O'Shanter and a flock of North- 
west tournaments. 


He won the Northwest Profes- 


sional Golfers' Association Sen- 
iors title in 1957 and set a 
record of 7-under-par 64 on the 
tricky, tree-studded Bellingham 
course.
